‘Tve dropped it,” the child wailed, and began 
fumbling on the floor among slippers, magazines 
and fallen bedclothes. “I have to find it and put 
it under my pillow, and the tooth fairy will leave 
25 cents for it,” he said anxiously. 

“It’s 25 cents for f he first tooth, if there’s no . 
decay in it,” he announced. He found the tooth 
and held it up in finger and thumb again. His 
wicked smile looked as though it belonged on a 
magazine cover, 

“I don’t know who leaves the money for the 
tooth,” he said with a doubting grimace. "I think 
it’s only ydo, not the tooth fairy.” 

He left the tooth under his pillow anyway. 
Next morning he clumped into the bedroom, cry¬ 
ing out that his 25 cents had come in the night. 
He was in two minds about the source of the 
monev. being at the magical age when a boy can 
be wholly sceptical and wholly believing at once— 
a state deplored by psychologists and cherished by 
sentimental parents.

Michael copies the feat, after a fashion. What 
he does is more of a whole-scalp wiggle, in which 
the ears perform only a minor twitch. But it gives 
Michael a sense of achievement. He is happy, 
because John can’t do it. 

Michael feels that a boy who can wiggle ears 
Is just as good as a boy who has lost a tooth. There

Hutterites Fight 
*Padlock ’ Law 


EDMONTON (UPI) - The 
Hutterite sect in Alberta 
claimed Tuesday the provin¬ 
cial government’s proposed 
Huttente legislation could be 
used to padlock the existing 
colonies and deny the sect the 
right to work. c:— 

The charge was fnade in a 
brief submitted to the Alberta 
legislature agriculture com¬ 
mittee on behalf of 51 Hutter 
ite colonies in the province 
The committee is consider 
ing the legislation to revise 
the Communal Property Act. 
governing the sect’s activities. 

Hutterite spokesman Percy 
Davies claimed the sect was 
being restricted solely because 


of its religipus beliefs, since 
it occupied less than one per 
cent of the agriculture land 
In the province. 

Davies appealed to the gov¬ 
ernment to postpone the legis¬ 
lation and meet with leaders 
of the sect to work out a 
settlement of difficulties. 

Highways Minister Taylor 
charged the Hutterites with 
breaking the law by buying 
land individually rather than 
collectively as ordered by the 
Communal Properties Act. 

In Ottawa, Revenue Minister 
Nowlan has ordered income 
tax experts In his department 
to review the exemptions en¬ 
joyed by Hutterite colonies. 


New Behan’s Debut 
Wild Night for Irish 


LONDON (Reuters) - It 
was a wild night for the Irish 
at the Old Victorian Metro¬ 
politan Music-Hall Monday 
when Dominic Behan, brother 
of rip-roaring Irish playwright 
Brendan Behan, brought his 
first play to London. 

“Posterity Be Damned” is 
as explosive a play as Bren 
dan’s current success "The 
Hostage" and had an eyen 
noisier first night. 

But Brendan stayed away 
after a weekend quarrel over 
Dominic’s references to the 
outlawed Irish Republican 
Army, of which they have 
both been members. 

Shouts from the audience in¬ 
terrupted the performance 
several times and noises from 
the back vied with perpetual 
drunken scenes on the stage. 

Dominic wandered upon the 
stage several times in the role 


of a ballad singer but his 
words could hardly be heard. 
His curtain speech was en- j 
tlrely drowned in cheers, boos, i 
whistles and shouts. 

The play, set in a seedy 
Dublin bar, is a tale of 
treachery and revenge in the 
IRA but lacks the wit and 
character brawling of Bren¬ 
dan’s "Hostage,” which is not 
dissimilar in theme.

APART from gunpowder and 
** printing, few mechanical discov¬ 
eries have had such a sudden impact 
on society through the ages as the 
airplane. In little more than half a 
century aviation has recast all prior 
conceptions of the geography of the 
earth from the standpoint of time 
and distance. The new DC8s which 
Trans-Canada Air Lines is making 
ready for use on the national flyway 
between the Atlantic and the Pacific 
will speed the process. The jet-driven 
aircraft have logged a cruising speed 
of 560 miles per hour in preliminary 
flights, and they have been by no 
means forced at that. The result 
in land-miles covered, however, is 
Impressive. Little more than six 
hours should suffice to span Canada 
at its widest limits: while theoretic¬ 
ally the country could he crossed 
four times in a single day. 

Even a decade ago one used to 
think of Galgary and Edmonton as 
about three hours distant from Van¬ 
couver. Now Winnipeg may be 
reached in the same time. Montreal 
one hour later, and Halifax in about 
gix hours under normal flying condi¬ 
tions. The tremendous gain this 


speed of transport will mean to 
Canadian business can easily t be 
imagined. Personal contacts between 
businessmen anywhere in the nation 
wilt become practicable with no more 
inconvenience than a half-dav break 
in the business routine. The vast 
distances of the land are bemg stead¬ 
ily overcome by speed and conven¬ 
ience of locomotion. 

For another reason the advent of 
jet-driven flight will be of importance 
in itself. TCA’s new’ aircraft are not 
the ultimate yet in range and carry¬ 
ing capacity, hut they can transnort 
128 nassengers in one loading. That 
number is about the present-day 
equivalent of the first-cabin list on 
many a trans-oeeanic liner, and this 
points again to what is taking place 
in the world of transportation «o tar 
as passenge^.travel is concerned. One 
corollary to the gain in size and 
speed of modern jetliners is auto¬ 
matic increase in the degree of haz¬ 
ard which derives from mass con¬ 
veyance of large numbers of the 
public. Under rigid flight rules the 
jets are as safe as any form of trans¬ 
portation that can be mentioned hut 
mass risk is increasing in direct 
proportion to numbers carried. 


The National Pastime 


T HE CBC was inundated with tele¬ 
phone objections the other night 
w r hen a National League hockey 
playoff ran into a third period of 
overtime. This meant the broadcast 
of the game went on for some three 
hours, and for some television view¬ 
ers at least this W'as too much In 
passing one might suggest that these 
games provide a more healthful in¬ 
terest than many current * TV pro¬ 
grams, but television addicts have 
their own favorite programs. 

Knowledge of this enabled the 
CBC to bear calmly with objectors. 
As one official said, the same kind of 
protest is received when a long opera 
jc broadcast. It is impossible for the 
CBC or any other broadcasting 
medium to please everyone with 
‘every program: if the CBC worried 
too much about adverse criticism it 
would never present anything. On 
the whole the CBC has a good record 
of program selection over the years, 
and onlv the biased refuse to concede 
this. The corporation has a special 
function separate from the offerings 
of independent networks and it does 
it well. 


Undoubtedly some people are un¬ 
interested in sport and so the hockey 
playoffs find small favor with them, 
the current NHL series however is 
of widespread significance. These 
games are the fruit of a long winter 
season, in a sport which is truly 
national and arrests attention from 
one end of the country to the other. 
The playoffs, of the highest calibre 
of the hockey art, are Canada on ice. 
A hockey game may be as filled with 
drama as a Shakespearean play, and 
thus it is that the television of this 
current series commands so much 
interest. The CBC would negli¬ 
gent did it not provide thfe widest 
coverage of the climactic moment 
of the national game of the country. 

One must commend the CBC 
cameramen, also, for the fine tech¬ 
niques they bring to bear on such 
fast moving targets as hockey play¬ 
ers in action. The broadcasts are 
splendidly done. For those to whom 
the drama of the Stanley Cup means 
nothing one must regret their ina¬ 
bility to share a national pastime, 
and counsel patience until the play¬ 
offs are ended. 


Excessive Leniency 


O NLY the other day reference was 
made here to the practice of 
police court in this country in pun¬ 
ishment for serious offences of sus¬ 
pending drivel’s’ licences for com¬ 
paratively brief terms—too brief for 
the imparting of the kind of lesson 
many motorists appear to need. Since 
then a good illustration of what we 
believe to he excessive leniency in the 
matter of licence privilege has been 
provided by sentence passed in a 
Vancouver Island magistrate’s court. 

A 26-year-old driver with no 
fewer than five previous convictions 
for speeding pleaded guilty to a 
charge of impaired driving, having 
been arrested after police had ob¬ 
served him driving in an erratic 
manner. The sentence was a fine of 
$150 and in addition the magistrate 
suspended the accustxi’s licence for 
60 days. Passing ov^r the,fact that 
had the accused been arrested and 


dealt with in Victoria the,fine would 
have been $100 heavier, one is im¬ 
pelled to the conclusion that a 60-day 
licence suspension is unlikely to serve 
as much of a lesson to a young man 
with such a bad record of defiance 
of the highway code. In England his 
licence undoubtedly would have been 
susjiendrd for several years, possibly 
even for the better part of his life, 
and deservedly so. 

Coupled to the fine and licence 
suspension was a warning that if the 
accused were caught driving during 
.the period of disqualification he 
would be vent to jail. While it is 
good to find a-magistrate taking that 
uncompromising attitude towards a 
tvpe of offence for which there is 
neither excu«e nor extenuation, one 
may note that in two months- the 
accused will be able to drive again 
lawfully, so that the inconvenience 
iv not exactly severe. Neither is the 
deterrent.

Every story. likn a record, has two sidns and your 
correspondent Mr. Peters would do well to listen to the 
other side Many people saviour school building costs 
• re excessive, that frills, are being provided and that 
srhool boards shoti kV economize on their buildings Yet 
If these one sided critics of our modem school buildings 
would only listen to the reasons why our building** are 
being constructed the way they are. then their words 
would turn to praise. 

For example. It Is very misleading to take the total 
cost of a building and divide it by the number of class¬ 
rooms provided and come up with a cost per classroom 
and relate that figure to the cost of a number of years

Todav'a buildings require modern (and costly) heat¬ 
ing plants; yesterday's schools had pot bellied stoves. 
Today's buildings have modern plumbing; yesterday's 
was inadequate, sometimes outdoors Today we have 
modern lighting, fireproofing, ^reinforced concrete con¬ 
struction. sensible design to allow free movement of stu¬ 
dents between classes and in emergencies, superior ma¬ 
terials. well designed teaching areas and facilities, 
combination auditorium and gymnasium so 'necessary in 
any reasonably large school, all combined to make a 
better school for better learning. 

These buildings are built air minimum standards as 
laid dow n in local building coties and to meet curriculum 
requirements set by the Department of Education. Believe 
It or not, these costs compete favorably with home con¬ 
struction. As a comparison, figures compiled by the 
school hoard not long ago showed the cost of Oak Bay 
.Senior High School addition (reinforced concretel to be 
$10.25 per square foot. Lansdowne Junior High SchooW 
frame construction > was $9 60 per square foot. Home 
building costs today are at least $11 per square foot. 

Instead of criticizing school buildings which appear 
extravagant, let’s enquire and find out why these things 
•re necessary and be fair about our school building costs.

To be on the safe side do not mark an bpponenCs 
ball on the green. If you do you may incur a penalty. 

This is in essence the meaning of a reply by the 
Royal Canadian Golf Association to the conundrum 
posed in this column three weeks ago. 

The rules of golf problem arose in a recent game at 
Victoria Golf Club. On the 13th green, one of the balls was 
marked and left on another part of the green by the player's 
opponent. When the player took his stroke he played the hall 
from where It lay and not from where it was marked. The 
player claimed he did not know the ball had been moved. 

We wrote to Robbie Robinson, secretary of the RCGA j 
asking how this situation would he covered (11 in match' 
play, and (2) in stroke or medal play. 

Thta is the RCGA reply 

Q: Was a penalty involved to either sid^ in match play? 

A: The opponent incurs a penalty stroke as provided in 
Rule 40-3-e (Rules of Golf. I960' which reads as follows: 

“Ball Moved by Opponent’s Side. 

“If a player’s ball be touched or moved by an opponent, , 
his caddie, or equipment 'except as otherwise provided for 
in the rules) THAT OPPONENT SHALL INCUR A 
PENALTY §TROKE. but the penalty shall not apply to the 
other opponent. The player shall place the ball on the spot | 
from which it was moved, without penalty, as provided in 
Rule 27 l a." 

Q: What would the procedure be in medal play? 

(stroke play). 

A: Rule 27.3 applies (Rules of Golf 1960). and no-penalty 
is incurred. 

“Ball moved by fellow competitor. 

“If a competitor's ball he moved by a fellow-competitor, 
his caddie, his ball or equipment, no penalty shall be incurred. 

The competitor shall place his ball as provided in Clause 1-2 
Of this Rule.** . v 

We also asked if there was any penalty against the player 
for “testing the green ” and the answer was that this had 
no relation to the rulings in any way as it was unintentional 
on the play* i s part. 

As balls are repeatedly being .lifted on and around the 
greens, the problem of responsibility assumes considerable 
Importance It would seem that strictly according to the rules, 
as now' defined by the RCGA that any player marking an 
opponent’s hall is liable to penalty.

‘What About Forgotten Children?’ U.S. Asked 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Angry voice* were raised yes¬ 
terday on behalf of the "for¬ 
gotten children" who are miss¬ 
ing out on the abundant life 
enjoyed by most young 
Americans. 

Speakers at the White 
House conference on children 
and youth said that even in 
this era of national prosperity, 


at least 13.000.000 youngsters 
are members of families with 
yearly incomes of less than 
$3,000. 

For many of these children, 
they said, poverty is accom¬ 
panied by other "social handi¬ 
caps" such as illegitemacy or 
minority group membership. 

Robert H. Macrae, executive 
director of the Chicago Wel¬ 
fare Council, said Americans 


are guilty of "a collective sin 
of callousness, indifference 
and in some instances open 
hostility" toward these de¬ 
prived children. 

"Those accustomed to warm 
and comfortable homes, good 
clothes and abundant food can 
never quite comprehend the 
drabness of life, the loss of 
self respect and the hopeless- 


v 


ness of long continued 
poverty," he said. 

Macrae said a nation as 
Wealthy as America could 
abolish acute poverty among 
its children if it wanted to do 
so. But he noted that federal 
relief payments under the 
"muoh-maligned aid to depend¬ 
ent children program" average 
$28.68 per child*per month. 

"Does this miserable sum 


reflect a genuine cdheem for 
the welfare of children?" he 
asked. "This is slow starva¬ 
tion rather than escajje from 
the Corrosive effects^of pov¬ 
erty." 

Dr. Ellen Winston. North 
Carolina state commissioner 
of public welfare, said "large 
numbers of children who exist 
at levels of destitution" are in¬ 
eligible for any kind of relief 


payments because they don t 
fit into any of the pigeonholes 
of need established by the 
social security law. 

She cited, for example, the 
500.000 children of migrant 
farm families, who cannot 
meet residence requirements 
for public aid because they 
spend their lives on the move, 
following the 6bops from state 
to state.

turn up. Who knows—Perhaps one of these free seeds 
will produce the long awaited yellow sweet pea. 

In growing the Zvolanek sweet peas, it is well, to 
remember that our climate is just about ideal for this 
flower—better, in fact, than California, where William 
Zvolanek developed the strain, and vastly superior to any 
other part of Canada.

Bride Just Giggled 


Slippery Convict Turns 
Marriage into Freedom 


LONDON (UPI)—Authorities at Pentonville 
Prison Tuesday ruefully announced: 

(a) the marriage and; 

(b) the escape of 33-year-old convict Michael 
Moore. 

Moore, serving a four-year term for burglary, 
was granted time off from his cell Monday to take 
on a life term with his sweetheart, Hazel Dunphey. 

He bolted to freedom just after prison chap¬ 
lain David Brown, a Roman Catholic priest, pro¬ 
nounced the words: “You are now joined in holy 
wedlock.” 

The convict’s best men—two policemen as¬ 
signed as escorts—were hunched over the register 
signing their names as witnesses at the time. 

“See you later darling,” Moore yelled to his 
seconds-old bride as he bounced out the door. 

Hazel giggled nervously. The policemen gaped. 

By the time they had recovered from the 
shock, Moore was lost in the crowds outside the 
church. 


Father Brown said the marriage was legal, 
even though Moore dashed off without kissing the 
bride. 

‘‘We do not often perform marriages for pri¬ 
soners,” Brown said. ‘‘But Moore did not want to 
wait.” 

Scotland Yard discounted the possibility that 
the groom may have taken flight oif a spur-of-the- 
moment decision, the kind that confronts most men 
just before or after the altar. 

‘‘It was beautifully timed and we are sura 
Moore knew exactly what he was doing,” a spokes¬ 
man said. 

As for Hazel, she stopped giggling when tha 
policemen returned to the church without her hus¬ 
band. 

‘‘Everyone w'as taken by surprise, including 
the bride,” Father Brown explained. “My house¬ 
keeper took her to the vestry, where she had a cup 
ot tea.”

I offered to send a packet of a dozen or so seeds of 
this grand sweet pea to any of my readers who would 
like to try them out, and for your convenience, you'll find 
a free seed coupon below. There are a few points in 
connection with these Colonist seed offers, thugh. that 
I’d like to clear up before we get started on the actual 
sowing instructions. 

First, I’d like to make It very clear that there are 
no strings to this offer. No boxtops. no trading stamps, 
no subscriptions, no dimes, no gimmicks of any kind. You 
don t even have to be a Colonist subscriber to get ><nn 
free seeds, nor to send in the attached coupon - the coupon 
is only there for your convenience, and a letter will serve 
just as well. 

So I'd like you to spread the word among your neigh¬ 
bors that they. too. can have a free sample of the new 
Zvolanek sweet pea seeds, with or without a Colonist 
coupon. Mind, you, I wouldn't exactly burst into tears if 
you were to needle your neighbor into becoming a Colonist 
subscriber, but there is no obligation on your part, nor 
on his.

In growing the Zvolanek sweet peas, it Is well to 
remember that our climate is just about ideal for this 
flower—better, in fact, than California, where William 
Zvolanek developed the strain, and vastly superior to any 
other part of Canada. Sweet peas like our cool nights, 
our clean salt air, and our heavy summer dews, and they 
don't take, kindly to the intense summer heat of other 
areas 

Because of this, it is quite possible to simply bung 
the seeds into the ground any old how. and still get flower, 
stems of “fours" and "fives." For really’ exceptional 
flowers, though, I think it pays to baby the plants along 
a bit and give them the few little extra attentions which 
produce record-breaking stems. 

One of these extras which make for better plants 
and flowers is to “chit" or sprout the seeds before sowing, 
and we’U discuss this in my next column.
